Jane Wyman, looking for all 
the world like the cinema queen 
she is, stamped an angry foot, 
and said she was plenty tired of 
hearing chorus girls maligned. 

“Tt’s plain malicious,” she 
said. “Chorus-girl jokes are as 
stale as mother-in-law jokes — 
only more so. And most chorus 
girls are bright, well-educated 
young professional women, and 
not the marble-brained gold-dig- 
gers that people like to think 
they are.” 

Having served several years 
of chorus apprenticeship, the 
star of Warners’ “The Lady 
Takes A Sailor” feels justified 
in taking up the case of the be- 
rated ladies of the line.
